Following an engagement between 


battleships of the royal fleet and tor- 
pedo boats under command of the re- 
belling officers off Salamis the loyal' 
fleet is cruising off Piraeus to pre- 
vent any attempt at landing or any 
attack on the town, and also to close 
the Salam's Straits. 


It is rumored that the torpedo boat 


flotilla under command of the mutin- 
eers has gone toward the Island of 
Crete. 


The latest information this after-- 


noon shows that in the engagement 


off Salamis, where 2,000 years 
ago 


Themistoeles drove back the Persians 
two men of 
the royal 
fleet .were 


wounded, one of the torpedo boats of 
the rebels was disabled and another 
put to night. The losses to the mu- 
tineers in dead and wounded, is not 
known. 


Athens remains quiet, but 
much 


suppressed excitement prevails. -An 
offlciar,stateirient has been Issued that 
the arsenal, which was in the hands 
of the rebels, has been 
recaptured, 


and that the mutinous torpedo boats 
are expected to surrender. 


Meanwhile the position of the reb- 


el fleet resembles that of the Russian 
battleship Knaiz Potemkine, which 
mutinied in 1905 and flred on 'Odessa 
and then roamed the Black Sea for 
several weeks, and the 
government 


is apprehensive as to where it 
next 


will hear of them.

NAVY MUTINY 


SHAKESJJREECE 


Revolt Started by Typaldos 


and Three Hundred Men 


IS DECLARED A ,TRAITOR 


Lieutenant Who Commanded Flotilla 


of Torpedo Boats and Submarines 
Demanded That He Be Appointed 
Minister of Marine—Big Warships 
Loyal to Government and Join In 
Sharp Attack on Mutineers 


Athens, Oct. 30.—An actual re- 


volt in the navy has taken place and 
the situation is acute. 
The band of 


naval officers which on "Wednesday 
quitted the capital and withdrew to 
Salamls, an Island ten miles to the 
west, yesterday seized 
the 
arsenal 


there. They met no opposition. The 
rebels are led by Lieutenant Typaldos, 
and are reported to number 300 men. 
The government has proclaimed Ty- 
paldos a traitor and ordered his arrest 
by the military. 


Lieutenant Typaldos, 
who heads 


the revolt, is the commander of a 
flotilla of torpedo boats and subma- 
rines. 
It appears that he demands 


that he be appointed minister of ma- 
rine. He threatens If the appointment 
is not made that he will overthrow, the 
government and establish a dictator- 
ship. 
Meanwhile an element in the 


Military league which is opposed to 
the revolt issued a proclamation de- 
nouncing Typaldos as a traitor who 
broke his oath to the league. 


A remnant of infantry and a bat- 


tery of field guns were sent to Sk'ara- 
manga, on the coast a few miles west 
of Athens and opposite Leros, the 
point on the island of Salamis where 
Typaldos' men are entrenched. 


There was a sharp little fight at 


Salamis yesterday afternoon, which, 
as the big warships remained loyal 
and joined In the attack on the mutin- 
eers, ended In the discomfiture of Ty- 
paldos. 
At 4 o'clock a field artillery 


opened fire from the heights of Skara- 
manga.on the "torpedo boats In the 
harbor. 
The latter replied, where- 


upon the large warships took a hand 
against the rebels. 


There was a 
sharp 
exchange of 


shells, and for a time matters were 
very lively. The arsenal building was 
hit and the new torpedo boat destroy- 
er Sphendone, being struck by shells, 
was immediately" hidden by a cloud 
of steam and smoke. 


During the firing three of the tor- 


pedo boats gradually withdrew from 
action stern first, and twenty minutes 
after tho first shot was tired all the 
mutineers had taken shelter behind 
the headland at the entrance of the 
harbor. Firing then stopped. 


The arsenal is now in the hands of 


tile government, which is co-operat- 
ing with the Military leagno ashore. 


There is much anxiety concerning 


the whereabouts of the mutinous ves- 
sels. 
It is supposed that they have 


loft Salamis, but 
nobody 
knows 


whither they have gone. 


Tho government seems to fear thai. 


Typaldos will try to execute his de- 
signs elsewhere,' and sharp watch for 
the appearance of fugitives has been 
ordered. 


According to one report they have 


gone to Crete, where, possibly, they 
might stir up serious trouble.

other report says they are going to 
Hrindisi. 


One of (lie mutineers' 
destroyers 


was disabled and driven ashore. An- 
other fled towards Kleusis and disap- 
peared in the darkness. 
It reached 


the naval station at Poros, but met 
with such a hostile reception that it 
had to put'to sea again. 


The loyal fleet is cruising off the 


Piraeus to prevent an attempt at land- 
ing or nn attack on the town. 
They 


have also closed the straits of Sala- 
mis. 
No torpedoes were discharged 


during the light.

, ,.Au •.u-porlant decision favorably to 
the wholesale iinuor dealers of this 
city wss rendcm! by Judge Henry 
T. Lii'mmis of Lynn on Friday after- 
noon. The c;ueyiion was on the rights 
ot express cortio.'iiues to deliver bot- 
tled goods about a no-license city, 
and it had been left to Judge Lummus 
for a final decision. 


The pith, of Judge Lummus decision 


is as follows: 


To. 'sum the matter up. 
"Wliere 


bottles ot liquor are sent from an- 
other state to a no-license city in 
.Massachusetts, in my opinion they 
are to be lawfully delivered by a car- 


rier, without regards to state laws, 
to the person to whom 
they 
are 


sent, although they cross the state 
line not .as separate packages sepaj* 
ately shipped, but in larger recepta- 
cles consigned to the carrier who is 
to deliver the separate bottles, at 
least where, when shipped, they are 
specifically appropriated to the full- 
(illment of orders previously obtained 
from the person to whom they are 
delivered, and the question whether 
the bottles would be deemed original 
packages within the general meaning 
of these words under the commerce 


clause is not involved."
